FRANCE, Sept. 6.—(By the Associated 
Press)—Every evidence obtainable by 
;he Americans as they press upon the 
German armies points to tho gradual 
continuous and ever-moro-rapid weak- 
ening morale of the troops and the 
lowering of their effectiveness to 
serious point. 


The American military authorities 


draw this conclusion from the action 
of the German command in shorten-

Strikes and lockouts are roundly 
con- 


demned in the report of the state board 
of conciliation and arbitration, made 
public today. 
The board takes occa- 


sion to reiterate its belief in the value 
of trade agreements, pointing out that 
these agreements alone settle hlbor 
problems, to which strikes, lockouts 
and other "offensive" measures only 
call attention. 


"The 
interruption of industrial per- 


formance through the fault of any of 
its human factors," 
the 
board says, 


"demonstrates a lack of efficiency. An 
enterprise subject to tho caprice or 
malice of its participants is not well 
organized. 
Employers and craftsmen 


can stabilize opinion in their associa- 
tions and unions, and when both or- 
ganizations jointly covenant to preserve 


ideal relation of 
The trad:, agree- 


ment thus effected attempts no academ- 
ic solution of the labor problem, but 
It creates industrial conditions that 
present the net question fairly and 
hasten its 
final 
disposition. 
Mean- 


while, lot others whose cinterest Is aca- 
demic advocate the means provided by 
:aw for preventing the Intrusion of 
acts of provocation 
and 
retaliation 


which detract from the issue and cause 
its 
neglect. 
The 
trade 
agreement 


brings both of the human elements into 
peaceful alliance. The workmen know 
that only profitable business can re- 
tain them steadily and pay good wages; 
the employers know that contented 
craftsmen render the 
best 
service. 


When for any reason or none they be- 
lieve that the limit of concession has

for Wheat Flour Has Been 


Reduced 


BOSTON, Sept. 5. 
The Massachu- 


setts committee on public safety yes- 
terday issued a statement of the food 
regulations Tor the coming year, 
worked out by Federal Administrator 
Hoover In conference with the 
food 


administrators of the countries with 
which we are allied In the war. 


It says these rules are tho same as 


are being" mado for our allies, and that 
by the strict observance of them and 
the continued use of corn bread, tho 
people of Massachusetts may feel that 
they are doing- their part In sustaining 
the fighting forces. 


Authorized List Reduced 


The list of authorized flour substl- 
utes has been reduced to cornmeal, 
chusetts. 
No other cereals than 
the 


and, at the customer's option, rice flour, 
potato flour, buckwheat flour and a few 
other flours that are not sold in Massa- 
chusetts. 
No other crereals than 
the 


above are now allowed to be sold as 
substitutes. "Hominy, corn grits, cor in 
starch, rolled oats, oatmeal and rice 
lave been striken from the list. 


The proportion of 
substitutes 
re- 


quired to be sold has been changed 
from "50-50" to "SO-20." except In the 
case of rye flour, of which two pounds 
must be sold to three pounds of stralghl 
wheat flour. That-is. the retailer must 
now sell to the consumer at least one 
pound of cornmeal, corn flour, barley 
flour, or of the other permitted sub- 
stitutes, with each three pounds 
of 


straight wheat flour sold; or two pounds 
of pure rye flour with each three pounds 
of wheat flour sold. 


The same rules apply to sales to 


public eating houses, clubs and boarding 
houses, as to sales to individual con- 
sumers. 


Bakers are also required to use 20 


per cent substitutes In all their bread 
pastry, etc., but the supplier is not re- 
sponsible for the amount of substitutes 
that the baker buys.

ADVICE TO PARENTS 


AND GUARDIANS 


The following- statement relative to 


schools and school children and con- 
taining good advice was given out to- 
dny by Supt. Hugh J. Molloy: 
To Parents and Guardians of Children: 
The schools of the city will open on 


Monday, Sept. 9. Many boys and girls 
who have completed their courses in 
the high and elementary schools have 
come to the end of their formal school- 
ing- and have already gone or will go 
to work: some of those children have 
barely attained the age at which they 
may be employed legally in Massachu- 
setts; there are. besides, a great many 
children who h- ve not completed the 
course even in the elementary schools 
and who will leave school with- only a 
small part of what the schools are able 
to offer them and what the state, ac- 
cording to the spirit of Its laws, has 
sought to give them. 


I know ihiU the need of more money 
in many families is very urgent and 
that industrial conditions are calling 
boys and girls to work. 
When it is 
absolutely necessary for parents to 
take their children out of school and 
put them to work at an early age, and 
bufore they have completed even their 
grammar school course, I have nothing 
to say, except in regret of that neces- 
sity which is so unkind to the boy or 
girl. 
Where it is not absolutely necessary 
to take children out of school and send 
them to work. T -would ask all those in 
charge of children to think seriously 
before they interrupt a child's school- 
ing to send him to work. 


A short time ago a yoltns man came 
into my office to borrow some element- 
ary school books; he told me that he 
had not gone beyond the fifth grade 
in school, that he had been at work 
since he was 1U years of age. and that 
he had come to the conclusion at the 
age of 25 years that a man without an 
education "could not get much of a job. 
I commended him for his belated 
good sense. I told him what difficul- 
ties and discouragement he would meet 
with in his efforts to study and 
im- 
prove himself, and I told him that T 
could wish that I might toll many boys 
and girls in the Lowell schools what 
he had just told me. 
Many 
young men in tho 
military 
camps are learning bitterly, and too 
late, that even as soldiers the oppor- 
tunities they wasted and made light of 
a few years ago would be of very great 
value to them today. 
Oh, no, if parents would see their 


children grow up to make the most of 
themselves, they will hesitate for a long 
time before 
they take them out of 
school. This great war and the awful 
days in which we are living 
have 
shown, an nothing"1 has ever shown it 
more clearly, that 
tho 
education of 
boys and girls is of 
inestimable 
im- 
portance; and, at the close of the war, 
there will be a wonderfully great de- 
mand for trained boys and girls to di- 
rect and manage the great reconstruc- 
tive work of the world. 
Children need the 
training- of 
the 


mind which the 
school 
gives 
them; 
they need the moral instruction and 
control which the school fji'ves them; 
thoy need the habit-forming activities 
which the school gives them; and they 
need the play, the freedom 
from c^re, 
and the growing1 time for their unde- 
veloped bodies, all or most of which 
things are made practically impossible 
when they leave school at an early ago 
t° B O t O W O r k-HDeH J. MOLLOT.
